President’s report at the October AGM 



President’s Report. 

During last month's 
AGM, someone asked 
how the Committee 
can see a future for 
the Dutch Club: A 
question based on the 
facts that just about 
all of the current 
activities are practiced 


by seniors. 

I was pleased this question was asked, as it gave me 
the opportunity again to explain to you how the 
Committee sees the future and how you can be a 
part of this future. 

As we know and expected, Neerlandia is 
experiencing a decline in membership. The numbers 
that the Club loses through natural and other causes 
is not replaced by the same amount of new 
members. This is, as previously explained, due to a 
change of expectation of Club life and a changed 
life style amongst the younger Dutch migrants. 

Over the last two years I have learned that 
membership of our club has four age groups: The 
traditional and founding Club members, the baby 
boomers, young families and Generation Y. 

These four groups live a parallel existence within 
the Club and other than during End of Month 
Drinks, they hardly ever meet. The groups know of 
each other but don't interact together, as the 
interests differ. 

Over the years, activities organized by the Club for 
its Members have been predominantly concentrated 
on the traditional members, thereby neglecting the 
needs of other age categories. This of course doesn't 
encourage active membership. When considering 
membership of any Club the question is always: 
"What's in it for me?" 

Until now there has been little in it for those people 
who don't play cards or who are too young to join 


DJVV. 


One reason for not having suitable functions for the 
various age groups was partly due to shortage of 
volunteers and partly due to lack of connecting with 
the other than the traditional members. 

Now that we are on the threshold of a new era for 
Neerlandia, with new possibilities, we thought that 
the social calendar should be an important part of 
the reinvention of the club. However, to make a 
social calendar, with events that attract all ages, we 


realized that we needed more than one social 
secretary. In fact what we needed was a social 
secretary for each of the four groups. 

To my relief, we found three ladies happy and 
interested to assist and to be actively involved with 
the organization of a variety of functions. A fourth 
person is currently considering the position. 

The four social secretaries will liaise between 
Neerlandia Members, the Committee and RDC's 
Entertainment Manager. 

With this in mind and, after discussions with the 
social secretaries, Marlene Porzig, President of 
Rhein Donau Club and myself spent a lot of time 
developing a social calendar for 2016. 

New on the social calendar are scheduled Kids' 
Activities and a few workshops that will be 
interesting for and appealing to all Members and 
future Members. 

Certain functions will be heavily sponsored by 
Neerlandia and although these functions will 
welcome guests, only financial Members will 
benefit from this sponsorship. 

Again, we believe that this 2016 Social Calendar is 
of interest to all current Members and with your 
feedback and with your support, the social calendar 
will improve each year thereby attracting new 
Members so that Neerlandia will always have a 
steady and lively membership, enjoying 
contemporary club activities.

Boterkoek (Buttercake) 



The Dutch Buttercake consists of hardly anything else 
than butter, sugar and flour. Just for giggles, lemon 
zest, salt and vanilla is added, but the main ingredients 
are those three key players in the Dutch baking world. 
Buttercake is just like it sounds: A dense, buttery, 
sweet cake that sticks to your ribs. And there's 
nothing wrong with that! 

Do make sure all the butter is incorporated into the 
dough, or it will leave small air pockets in the cake as 
the butter melts. It's not going to make it taste any 
different, but it just looks better. 

Boterkoek is usually baked for fifteen minutes, but it's 
one of the trickier cakes to gauge when it's done. As 
soon as the top starts to color and the sides are slightly 
dry, it will be ready: You want the inside to still be 
fairly soft but baked. If you bake it too long, the taste 
will still be good but the cake will be dry and dense. 
Nothing wrong with that, and everybody likes their 
boterkoek a certain way, so you will just have to 
give it a try and see. Fifteen minutes usually does the 
trick, but if the middle is still wet, bake it a little 
longer. After you take the cake out, it's cooled and cut 
into small squares or narrow slices. It really doesn't 
lend itself too well for large pieces: It is a heavy cake 
that is best eaten in small amounts. 

It can be baked in its original format, or filled with 
mandelspijs (Almond Paste). Divide the dough in 
half, press one half in the pan, spread the almond 
paste, then cover with the second half of the dough. 


Boterkoek 

Ingredients: 

225 gr of cold butter 
2 cups of flour 
3/4 cup of sugar 
l/8th teaspoon salt 
2 eggs 

1 vanilla bean 

Lemon zest from one lemon 

Mix the flour with the sugar, the salt, one egg, the seeds 
of the vanilla bean and the lemon zest. Cut in the cold 
butter, then knead the dough until it all comes together. 
If the dough gets too sticky, wrap it in plastic film and 

refrigerate it briefly. 
Butter a 9 inch Boterkoek 
tin, pat the dough into the 
pan and make sure the 
top is even. Make 
markings with a fork as 
in the first picture, beat 
the second egg and bmsh 
the top of the cake with it, 
then bake in a 180C oven 
for about 15-20 minutes. 
Keep an eye on it, and as

CHAIRMAN’S ANNUAL REPORT PRESENTED AT THE 2014/15 AGM 


Welcome Ladies and Gentlemen, to this our AGM for the year 2014/15. 

As in previous years I will provide you with a brief overview of our activities our results and 
achievements, over the last twelve months, our Managers will report in greater detail on their 
specific areas of responsibility. 

With the total conversion to CDC or Consumer Directed Care as from July 15 parts of our 
program operated under a split system, new clients coming on board from July 14 onwards 
were managed under CDC, the existing base operated under the old plan of CACP and 
were converted when appropriate and at the client's convenience, to minimize disruption 
to their routine. We need to acknowledge the supreme efforts of the Care team, who made 
this happen, whilst themselves still learning the system and coping with the high levels of 
new Policies, Procedures and the paper work required, they completed the task well before the 
due date. 

Following notice that our landlord, Dutch Society Neerlandia, intended to vacate their 
premises by late 2015, a subgroup within our Board was asked to investigate and identify a 
future site suitable as a operational center with the capacity to accommodate up to twelve 
staff. 

Several locations were identified and visited, price was a major factor in our study as the 
purchase needed to be within current cash reserves. A near new building 13 months old, was 
then found in a commercial precinct in Welshpool Road East Victoria Park, the property was 
subject to an existing Lease with tenancy to December 2015. This suited us as our 
existing Lease with Neerlandia terminates about the same time and meanwhile it would 
provide some additional rental income for us. The Property settled in November 2014. 

As a part of our ongoing review and establishing our identity as a Provider of Aged Care 
Services for people from Culturally and Linguistically Diverse (CALD) Backgrounds, we 
introduced in February 2015 the new and colourful CURA in Home Care brand and logo's, 
supported by new Brochures & Leaflets, promotions and advertising directed to our Germanic 
target market. 

In this year's ACAR round we have again applied for more packages, with entry into level 
three as a new program providing the higher care levels to our new and existing consumers. 

In closing would like to recognise my fellow Board Members and thank them for their ongoing 
support and wisdom, our Staff of the Care team and the Admin Support. 

Believe me there is a light at the end of the tunnel and we will get there, thank you for all 
your efforts, our support workers and our volunteers thank you all in helping us care for the 
elderly and frail in our communities.

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The Seaside Town of Katwijk 




Katwijk. The municipality of Katwijk is the 
amalgamation of 4 villages, Katwijk aan Zee, Katwijk 
aan den Rijn, Rijnsburg and Valkenburg. 





Early history. 

The name "Katwijk" probably has its origins in the 
name of a Germanic tribe called the Chatten (Chatti). 
Ommen's Flag & Coat of Arms. The Dutch word "wijk" means "area", so the name 

probably meant something like "the Chatti area". 

In Roman times, Katwijk was a place of strategic importance. It was located at the Roman 
Empire's northern border, at the mouth of the Rhine river, which in Roman times was much 
larger than what it is today. There was a good deal of 
traffic along the Rhine. Katwijk was also a jumping- 
off point for the voyage to Britain. Built during the 
reign of Emperor Claudius (41-54), the town's name 
was Lugdunum. 

After the Romans left, the settlement was abandoned 
and the area largely depopulated, except for small, 
isolated groups of Frisians, eking out a living along the 
changing coast. 

Starting around the 12th century the population began 
to grow. In 1231, the first reference to Catwijck 
appeared in the records. At this time Katwijk aan Zee 
was little more than a few wooden houses. 

A reference to a fish market on the beach appeared in 
the records around 150 years later. In 1388, the fish 
market was moved from Katwijk aan den Rijn to 
Katwijk aan Zee. Katwijk aan Zee and Katwijk aan den 
Rijn are part of the same municipality, but they have 
been administratively joined for centuries. 

In 1520 a Roman ruin known as Brittenburg emerged 
from the shifting sands on the beach just south of the 

mouth of the Oude Rijn, much to everyone's astonishment. It became the subject of a 
number of prints and paintings. It was square in shape, each side measuring 75 m, and the 
ruins stood about 3 m high. Eventually it disappeared back under the shifting sands. 
Attempts have been made to find it again, but to no avail.

Tourist Attractions 

Katwijk is a seaside resort 
with a wide sandy beach. Its 
attractiveness is mainly due 
to its laid-back atmosphere. 
The boulevard along the 
shore is not spoiled by large 
hotels or apartment blocks 
and has not given in to an 
excessive commercialisation 
Although most buildings

lining the boulevard are tourist apartments and pensions, most are just three floors high (and 

none more than 5) and offer a distinctive 'feel' of the 1950s. 


Museum. 


Places of interest 

Besides the beach, there are a few museums in Katwijk, like 
the old fisherman's Museum, Katwijks Museum and the 
Spinoza Museum. 

A few kilometres inland is the Lake Valkenburg Steam 
Train, a narrow gauge Railway Museum where a scenic 
steam locomotive driven train ride can be taken around Lake 
Valkenburg. Katwijk has many hotels and three camping 
areas, mostly situated in the dunes. 



The Blue Tram 

The Blue Tram used to run from Leiden via Katwijk to 
Noordwijk and this service started in 1861 and was 
discontinued on the 7th of October 1960. 

Over the last 30 years volunteers have worked hard to 
restored the equipment and have finally met with success 
On special occasions it does run again. 


This solved two problems at once. It provided essential 
parking and it assisted with the stabilisation of the dunes.
